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In split decision 


County BOE awards pay raise to superintendent

The Coffee County Board of 
Education met Wednesday 
morning, June’27, for a special 
meeting and voted, in a split 
decision, to give Superintendent 
Dr. Linda Ingram a raise. 

The board held a work session 
prior to the start of 
Wednesday’s meeting 
to’ discuss the possibili- 
ty of giving Ingram a 
raise. At the Thursday, 
June 7, board meeting a 
motion was tabled call- 
ing for Ingram to be 
granted a raise. 

The (tabled) motion, 
made by board chair- 
man Charles Walker, 
called for a 5 percent 


cent raise. This motion died for 
lack of a second. ~ 

Back to the original motion, 
board members continued a 
noticeably tense dtscyssion 
regarding Ingram’s c 
salary and proposed pay r 
percentages for the 2006-07 and 
2007-08 school years. 

Several refer- 
ences were made 
to Ingram’s cur- 
rent contract 
which renewed in 
2004, At that 
time, Ingram’s 
salary was set at 
$107,500 per 
year. With the 
proposed percent- 
age increases 
(which Walker

During last ,Wednesday’s 
meeting, board member Annette 
Griswold made a motion with a 
second from board member 
Galéh McWaters to remove 
Walker's:motion from the table.

McWaters made an amended 


motion to grant Ingram a 4.5 ° 


percent pay raise for the 2007- 
08 school year. He received a 
second from Griswold, but the 
motion failed by ‘a 2-5 vote. 
MecWaters and Griswold voted 
in favor while board members 
Walker, Danny Jernigan, Jimmy 
Clark, Larry Eddins and Rubin 
McKinnon cast the opposing 
votes. 
Board member Jimmy Clark 
then offered. another amended 
motion to grant Ingram a 10 per- 


Coffee County 
resident pleads 
guilty to 2-counts 
of manslaughter 


As trial was set to begin last 
Tuesday, June 26, at the Coffee 
County Courthouse in Elba, 
Jason Senn instead pleaded 
guilty to two counts of 
manslaughter, 

Senn was set to face trial for 
two counts of murder for the 
2006 deaths of Jeremy Paul 
Jackson, age 20, and Amber 
LeeAnn Ogburn, age 18, 
Jackson and Ogburn were fatal- 
ly injured Feb. 3, 2006 in a one- 
vehicle accident which occurred 
on Coffee County Road 215. 

Senn reportedly was under the 
influence of alcohol when his 
vehicle left the roadway and 
crashed into a tree, Jackson and 
Ogburn were passengers in 
Senn’s vehicle. 

Prior to the start of the murder 
trial, Circuit Judge Tom Head 
said a plea agreement had been 
reached, and Senn was allowed 
to enter a guilty plea to two 
counts of manslaughter, 

Judge Head sentenced Senn to 
five years in prison for each 
count of manslaughter, He said 
the sentences will run concur- 
rently, and Senn will be given 
credit for jail time already spent. 

Senn will reportedly spend 
thtee years of his 5-year sen- 
tence in custody and will spend 
the other two years on proba- 
tion

It was announced that the 
Elba Elementary School read- 
ing coaching staff has been 
selected by the U.S.

Thousands of people become 
victims of this fraud each year. 
It involves perpetrators seeking 
personal financial informa- 
tion—Social Security numbers, 
account numbers, passwords, 
and other confidential data— 
through the Internet. 

The practice is called “pfish- 
ing.” Thieves use it to pilfer 
financial information so they 
can make withdrawals ’ from 
checking accounts or run up 
large debts on credit cards. 

Internet users. are exposed to 
pfishing several times per week. 
The approach is usually the 
same each time. 

E-mails from what appear to 
be reputable companies warn 
that a serious problem ‘exists 
that requires immediate atten- 
tion. The correspondence usu- 
ally directs the recipient to con- 
tact the institution immediately 
by clicking on a web site. 

The site may look like that of 
a legitimate firm. Once on the 
web site, individuals typically 
are asked to update account 
information or to provide a 
Social Security number. By 
providing information, you are 
well on the way to becoming a 
victim of identity theft. 

What can you do to prevent 
pfishing? You should take sev- 
eral steps. 

First, ignore unsolicited 
requests for personal informa- 
tion. Remember that some 
Internet sites that look authentic 
may actually be copies of the 
real thing, 

Should the contact appear to 
be legitimate, immediately get 
in touch with the financial insti- 
tution by phone or use the web 
site that appears on monthly 
statements, such as bank 
accounts or credit card bills. 
Verify that the e-mail was real. 

Never provide a password in 
response to an unsolicited 
inquiry, Legitimate financial 
institutions would never initiate 
inquiries of this nature through 
e-mail. 

And as a final measure, 
review financial statements 
from your institutions on a reg- 
ular basis. Make sure all 
charges are correct.

Heat related illnesses mostly caused from 
extreme temperature and high humidity 


Alabama's summer climate 
with its extreme. temperatures 
and’ high humidity can lead to 
heat-related illnesses and even 
deaths if not treated. Heat-relat- 
ed illnesses occur when the 
body’s temperature control sys- 
tem is overloaded. The Alabama 
Department of Public Health 
cautions everyone to be alert to 
the warnings, that may signal 
help is needed. 

Heat stroke, sometimes called 
sunstroke, is the most serious 
heat-related illness, It occurs 
when the body becomes unable 
to control its temperature. The 
body's temperature rises rapidly, 
the sweating mechanism fails 
and the body is unable to cool 
down. Body temperature may 
rise to 106 degrees F or higher 
within 10 to 15 minutes. Heat 
stroke can cause death or per- 
manent disability if emergency 
treatment is not provided. 

Warning signs of heat stroke 
vary, but include the following: 
An extremely high body tem- 
perature (above 103 degrees F) 
Red, hot and dry skin (no sweat- 
ing) 

Rapid, strong pulse 
Throbbing headache 
Dizziness 

Nausea 

Confusion 
Unconsciousness 

Heat stroke is a life-threaten- 
ing emergency, so have another 
person call 911 for medical 
assistance and take immediate 
steps to begin cooling the victim 
in any of the following ways: 

Get the person to a shady 
area, cool rapidly in a tub of 
cool water, place in a cool show- 
er, spray with cool water from a 

hose, splash with cool 


scious or unresponsive, ‘so he or 
she cannot safely consume any 
liquids. Under no circumstances 
should you give any alcohol toa 
person with heat stroke or any 
heat illness.” 

Heat exhaustion is a milder 
form of heat-related illness that 
can develop after several days 
of exposure to high tempera- 
tures and inadequate or unbal- 
anced replacement of fluids. 
Those most prone ‘to heat 
exhaustion are the elderly, per- 
sons with high blood pressure, 
and those working or exercising 
in a hot environment. 

Warning signs of heat exhaus- 
tion include heavy sweating, 
paleness, muscle cramps, tired- 
ness, weakness, | dizziness, 
headache, nausea or vomiting, 
fainting. The’ skin may be cool 
and moist. The pulse rate will be 
fast and weak, and breathing 
will be fast and shallow. 
Untreated heat exhaustion may 
progress to heat stroke, so seck 
medical attention if symptoms 
worsen or last longer than one 
hour. 

Stop all activity and sit quiet- 
ly in a cool place, drink clear 
juice or a sports beverage, wait a 
few hours until the cramps sub- 
side and seek medical attention 
if cramps do not stop in one 
hour, 

Heat cramps are muscle pains 
or spasms—usually in the 
abdomen, arms or legs—that 
may occur in association with 
strenuous activity. People who 
sweat a lot during strenuous 
activity are prone to heat 
cramps. To relieve them, apply 
firm pressure op cramping mus- 
cles or gently massage them. 
Give sips of water every 15 
minutes for one hour. 

Follow these preventive 
measures to avoid heat illnesses: 

Drink more fluids, and avoid 
beverages containing alcohol or 
caffeine 

When temperatures are 
extreme, stay indoors, ideally in 
an air-conditioned place 

Take a cool shower or bath, 
and reduce or eliminate strenu- 
ous activities during the hottest 
time of the day 


with a wide-brimmed hat, light- 
colored, loose-fitting clothing 
and use a sunscreen of SPF 15 
or higher ous 

Never leave pets or people in 
a parked vehicle. 

Although anyone at any age 
can suffer heat-related illness, 
some people are at, greater risk 
than others. People aged 65 or 
older are particularly suscepti- 
ble to heat-related illnesses and 
complications that can result 
during periods of high tempera- 
tures and humidity. The risk for 
heat-related illness and death 
may increase among people 
using the following drugs: psy- 
chotropics, medications for 
Parkinson's disease, tranquiliz- 
ers and diuretics.

We have all heard the story about the bobcat that jumped into the 


blind with the turkey hunter. The hunter was yelping toa gobbler 
when the bobcat jumped into the brush pile blind expecting a deli- 
cious: turkey breakfast, but landed on the back of the hunter. The 
bobcat and the hunter jumped out of the blind and took off in oppo- 
site directions. ‘ 
Pouncing bobcats make good stories, but the bobcat now has alit- 
tle competion. Lately, I've heard more “adventure stories about 
coyotes jumping into blinds and other aggressive behavior by this 
canine new comer. ee 
Presently, deer and turkey hunters bag more coyotes incidental to 
their sport than do coyote hunters, but this may change in the near 
future. Alabama hunters are beginning to hunt coyotes as a game 
animal. Sales of electronic calls and calling tapes have soured in the 
last few years. It’s easy to understand why hunters become inter- 
ested in hunting this crafty animal: They are abundant in every 
county in the state, there is no closed season, many property owners 
welcome coyote hunters, and it’s a relatively inexpensive sport to 
et into, 
, The existence of the coyote in Alabama has been documented as 
far back as the 1920's, but they have only become numerous in the 
past 15 to 20 years, The coyote population increase can be attrib- 
uted to two factors; natural expansion of the coyote and the intro- 
ion of coyotes by foxhunters. 
se pcb the illusion that it is much larger than it really is 
because of its long hair. Size will vary, but 25 to35 pounds is aver- 
age.

‘Life jackets will save lives.for. ol 
boaters during busy holidays 


As the July 4th holiday 
remains one of the busiest boat- 
ing weekends of the year, safety 
advocates say life jackets could 
play a pivotal role in keeping 
boaters out of harm’s way this 
holiday. 

Research conducted by the 
U.S. Coast Guard continues to 
indicate that wearing a life jack- 
et is the number. one safety pre- 
caution boaters can take on the 
water: in 2005, 87 percent of 
boating fatality. victims who 
drowned were not wearing life 
jackets. “When you are head- 
ing out to the water for a day of 
relaxation on your boat, the last 
thing you usually think about is 
the possibility of running into 
trouble,” says Virgil Chambers, 
Executive Director of the 
National Safe Boating Council, 
the organization that produces 
the annual “Wear It!” campaign. 
“But accidents happen’ in an 
instant, and if you aren't wear- 
ing your life jacket, the reality is 

that you probably won't have 
time to reach for a stowed one.”

The Coffee County 
Commission conducted a rou- 
tine and short meeting Monday, 
July 9, in New Brockton. 

In regards to old business, 
commissioners opened bids for 
inmate pharmacy services at the 
county jail. Six companies sub- 
mitted bids for this services 
including three local companies. 

After all bids had been 
opened, Commission Chairman 
Jim Thompson made a motion 
with a second from 
Commissioner Doug Dalrymple 
to table to allow the jail admin- 
istrator.and county attorney to 
look over all bids, This motion 
passed by a unanimous vote 
(Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
was not in attendance). 

Resident Adrian  Jerkins 
addressed commissioners to ask 
for permission to use one of the 
sheds on the county complex 
property for a benefit barbecue 
later this month, He said the 
benefit barbecue is for his son 
who had a stroke approximately 
two years ago. 

Jerkins said he needs a shed 
for the cooking of the barbecue, 

Commissioners unanimously 
voted to allow Jerkins the use of 
a shed for this benefit barbecue. 

County engineer Randy 
Tindell announced the closure 
of County Road 239 beginning 
Tuesday, July 10, to allow for 
the replacement of a cross-drain 
pipe.

Elba man faces multiple charges 
following assault and abduction 


Related complaints and a joint 
investigation by the Elba Police 
Department and Coffee County 


Sheriff's Department last week ° 


led to the arrest. of a Coffee 
County resident on multiple 
charges. 

Local law enforcement 
received complaints Monday 
evening, July 2, of the abduction 
and assault of an Elba woman 
and her minor son, Responding 
to the complaints, police arrest- 
ed Ken Allen Cochran, age 39, 
of 129 County Rd. 515, Elba. 

Cochran was taken into cus- 
tody on County Rd. 248 by 
Coffee County deputies within a 
short time of the initial com- 
plaint, He was charged with two 
counts of kidnapping first 
degree, burglary first degree, 
and attempted murder. 

According to reports, Cochran 
allegedly kidnapped an Elba 


Firefighter Johnny Manning 
Hannah; and three grandchil- 
dren, Cameron, Kelsey and 


woman and, her son. He also 
reportedly assaulted the woman 
with a baseball bat. 

According to Jaw enforce- 
ment officials, Cochran was 
apparently out of jail on bond on 
a domestic violence charge 
when. last week's incident 
occurred, 

Cochran's bond was set at 
$50,000 with a $20,000 cash 
bond on the attempted murder 
charge; $20,000 bond on the 
first degree burglary charge; 
$30,000 each on the two counts 
of kidnapping first degree 
charges; and $1,000 bond on a 
domestic violence third degree 
charge. 

The investigation into this 
incident continues and Cochran 
remained in the Coffee County 
Jail earlier this week, 

The victim reportedly is still 
recovering from her injuries.
